In  the  complex  of  overlapping  Interests  and  jurisdic- 
tions thfougiiout  the  university,  the  "ioint  commiKee"  con- 
sisting of  faculty  members,  students,  and  administrators  is 
often  the  vehicle  through  which  administrative  decisions 
are  determried.  Ollen  the  members  of  (he  committees  spend 
considerable  time  in  the  deliberation  of  different  issues. 
The  recommendations  sent  to  the  Dean  and  to  the  Chan- 
cellor are  generally  followed. 

However,  certain  recommend  itions  are  not.  The  com* 
mitlees  sometimes  find  themselves  spending  considerable 
time  arriving  at  solutions  to  various  problems  only  to  see 
thefr  recommendations  vetoed—sometimes  without  explana* 
tion. 

Furthermore,  some  committees  consult  the  adminis- 
trative officer  to  whom  the  recommendation  is  to  be  given 
before  taking  a  vole  on  the  matter—in  order  to  be  saved  the 
disgrace  of  having  a  decision  vetoed.  The  committees  con- 
tribute substantially  in  insuring  that  decisions  are  rendered 
which  represent  all  viewpoints  in  consideration.  Why  then 
should  these  committees  continue  to  operate  if  the  ultimate 
decision  is  made  in  spite  of  the  committee  work  or  even 
before  (he  committee  formally  takes  up  a  particular  matter. 

Not  that  the  committees  need  be  given  absolute  author- 
ity and  responsibility  In  these  decisions,  that  would  not  be 
a  desirable  or  feasible  alternative.  What  is  necessary—ab- 
solutely imperative-is  that  the  recommendations  of  the  va- 
rious joint  committees  be  fallowed  within  reason.  If  a  veto 
is  deemed  appropriate  by  the  administrative  officer  to  whom 
the  recommendation  is  given,  an  explanation  should  accom- 
pany the  veto.  This  explanation  should  not  be  a  written 
note  to  the  committee  but  an  appearance  before  the  univer- 
sity senates  and  the  Student  Assembly.  This  is  not  to  de- 
stroy the  authority  of  the  higher  ranking  administrative,  of- 
ficers but  to  restore  shaky  confidence  in  the  potentiiilly' 
effective  committee  sys^m.
